Communism and Socialism relate to 
the quantity and quality of goods and | 
services provided various classes and 
individuals. Capitalism could use 
cash, and Communism credit, or vice | 
versa. But credit and cash each in-| 
volye certain incidences. Where cred- 
it is used the total of capital debts will 
rise in an expanding society in direct 
proportion to the expansion in produc- 
tive equipment. So long as the society 
continues to develop, the total of these 
lebts will not be paid. Indeed, it i: 
impossible to convert capital debts into 
cash where the system is founded on 
credit. In 1929 in a volume turnover 
of business in excess of 500 millions oi 
dollars, the United States used prob- 
ably less than two and a half billions 
of dallars of cash. The balance was 
performed with checks and other cred 
it instruments. 

The mistake made by the sincere in- 
flationist is that he fails to see that: 

(1) It is not a question alone of 
the volume of money or credit, but the 
speed of its circulation. A dollar bill 
tnat circulates one hundred times a 
day does greater service as a medium 
of exchange than a thousand dollar 
hills that circulate only once a month, 
or a million dollar bills that are in 
hoarding. 

(2) The vital question 
number of dollars, but who receives 
them. It will not help consumption oi 
milk, butter, shoes, automobiles, 01 
other goods if additional dollars go to 
those who already are consuming 
their limit. If a millionaire’s income 
is increased, he does not eat or wear 
much more. Theoretically it would 
make no difference if he re-invested 
the surplus income in capital expendi- 
tures. But capitalists are not re-in- 
vesting. The surplus incomes do not 
get into circulation. Private capital is 
not re-investing because investors do 
not s ee opportunity for profits in new 
capital investments. The cause for this 
lack of “confidence,” as well as the 
cause of fi nancial, economic, and po- 
litical collapses, is the lack of balance 
between capacity to produce and abil- 
ity to consume. 

Distribution of wealth is not a catch 
phrase of “left-wingers.” It is basic 
in any vital economic system, no mat- 
ter under what name it may go. In 
purely private capitalism the distribu- 
tion takes place through re-investment 
by private individuals in new capita! 
enterprises, Since 1929, private capi- 
tal has been unwilling to discharge 
this essential economic function. At 
the same time it has insisted that the 
government shall not take its place. 
Our central problem is to restore the 
volume of exchange of goods and ser- 
vices. When the volume of exchange 
production, We have failed to see 
that we must operate it at the speed 
and volume for which it was designed. 
For five years vast hordes of capital 
have thus been on strike, This strike 
has paralyzed the normal exchange of 


goods and services and brought suffer- 
ing and ruin to millions.
